POLICE “EFFICIENCY.” 

{To lli€ Editor of the CkOmweu. Argus.) 

SiK,— 1 read a letter in your paper some time 
past praising Serge.ant Cassels as an efficient 
olGcev, &c. &c. , and hoping for Lis return to the 
district. As one who has suffered by the extra- 
ordinary efficiency of this officer, who is so good 
a revenue-collector, I wish to say a few words. 

First, — 1 would like to ask the person who so 
admires the Bergcant, what good the revenue 
does this part of the world ? seeing that there 
are no roads made, little or no work carried on 
by Oovcrnnicnt in the district, and that punts, 
bridges, kc., have alt to be carried out by pri- 
vate enterprise. I cannot ihink why anyone 
should be particularly anxious for the collection 
of a revenue, — two-thirds of which goes to the 
other Island, and the other third to the utter- 
most ends of the earth to collect immigrants to 
people a land they will not come to willingly. 

A little may he sjrent here, in the shape of 
police, Court, &c. But seeing that oiie-half the 
police are employed in t.ax -gathering, why not 
do away with the collector, and lot the taxes 
take care of themselves ? By so doing. Govern- 
ment would save the expense of both Inrrse and 
man, which mast he very considerable, oven if 
they did lose .a little of the taxes. 

If that were so, would not dogs .and " snobs" 
rejoice, grow' fat, and live at peace 1 

Jlr Birch h;is gone home, .and I was thinking 
avliat a fine example this district woulil aft.ird 
avhon he is “ spinning a ciifl'er” to the peojile at 
home to get them to come to this lanil. He 
might say to some poor “snob,” who stands 
agaj.'e, swallowing all that the fluent Birch may 
tell him of the blessings of emigration. — he might 
say : “ I knew a iu.an in your line, who went to 
New Zealand, .and, after travelling far, seeking 
wovlv and finding roue, sijnatted down, and set 
to work for himself. But along comes the po- 
lice, to tell him that work he must not do with- 
out first p.aying £d to the Government ; and to 
prove this, drags him over some twelve miles of 
ground to .attend a Court. There the policeman 
solemnly swears : ‘ I found this man sitting in a 
place framed witli wood .and covered with bag", 
ten feet wide and twelve feet long ; he had one 
pair of boots hung up, and he was making an. 
other pair ; ami ho has not paid .£5 to the Go- 
vernment for doing so.’ To which the Coiut, 
after hearing what the ‘snoV h.ad to answer to 
so 'grave a charge, says to the culprit ; ‘ You 
have bnen guilty of making a pair of hoots, there 
is no dembt ; but as it has not been distinctly 
and po.sitively pr.jvcd th.at yon sold them, 1 shall 
gii'e you the benefit of the doubt, and dismiss 
the case ; but don't do it any more, or you may 
get into trouble. ’ ” 

1 fancy that the “ snob's” mouth would shut 
quick, that he would listen to Birch’s charming 
persuasion no more, aud I don’t think he would 
emigrate ! 

As 1 took my journey home th.at night in ths 
cold and dark, I ctmld not help puzzling mvsclf 
to know what benefit I h,ad received at tlic hands 
tif the Warden, whir .assured me ho gave me 
some. Of one thing I was cert.aiu : I had had 
to travel some twelve miles, wait six hours, sad 
lose the whole day, besides having to bear all 
the worry of the thing ; and pay a “bob” for it 
into the barg.ain. And I could not help think- 
ing, — if discretion is the better part of valour, 
is it not also some part of a “ peeler’s” duty ' “ 
are they not supposed to h.ave any ? I could not 
SCO where the sense was in putting me to all thii 
trouble. The money could not bo got, ,05 f had 
none ; to jail they could h.ardly send me, I 
think, as it would he, under the circumstances, 
coming it rather too strong ; and no magistrate 
would seek the responsibility, knd I could net 
but feel how much more nicely the Sergeant 
would have done his duty, {which, the Court as- 
sured me, be only had done,) if he had said tn 
Yon Siiy you .are poor ; I shall give yoo * 



mouth or so to look about you, and get on ynni 
feet ; if you have not a license then, I shall ban 
to summon yon.” Don’t you think, Mr Edifch 
that would have bceu a better plan of .actioa, 
altogether ?

The thirtieth session of the above body 
was formally opened in Dunedin on Tuesday 
last, the 30th April. There was only a par- 
tial attendance, — the Southland and many 
of the country members not having arrived. 

The following are a few of the remarks 
m.adc hy his Honor the Superintendent upon 
the subjects most interesting to our readers 
referred to in his opening address ; — 

“ The present seems a befitting occasion on 
whicli briefly to refer to our progress as a 
Province during the past financial year, and 
to take stock of some few of the more impor- 
tant incidents which have marked th.at pro- 
gress. I am happy to say that, although 
there has been no very startling or spasmodic 
advancement, yet there has been a steady 
gro’.fth in the settlement of the country, 
which must be more or less satisfactory to all 
of us.” 

After referring to the increase in the num- 
ber of agricultural holdings during the year ; 
the number of immigrants to and emigr.ants 
from the Province ; the number of births and 
deaths ; and the value of Provincial produce 
exported, — his Honor proceeded to remark: 

“I need scarcely say that a considerable 
proportion of our exports has consisted of tfie 
produce of our Gold-fields. The duty on 
• gold shipped during the ye.ar amounted to 
L.21,415 Ifls. 4d., as against L. 19,0159 2s. 9d. 
in till! previons year. From a return wlucli 
will be placed before you, it will be seen that 
tile quantity of gold received during the year 
by escort was 156,020 ozs., being 104 ozs. leas 
than that received by escort during the pre- 
vious year. These returns go to show that 
gold mining has become a settled and perma- 
nent industry. 

“ All abundant and cheap supply of W'ater 
is, I believe, the one thing needful to aftord 
jiermaiieiit and profitable occupation to a very 
large mining population. Besides the allu- 
vial deposits from which our gold exports 
have hitherto been chiefly derived, there .are 
numerous quartz reefs throughout the Pro- 
vince, some of which h.ave been yielding haml- 
sonie returns. Witli a view of enabling the 
discoverers of quartz-reefs to ascertain aecii- 
rately the value of tlieir discoveries, the Go- 
vernment has now in course of erection in 
Dunedin a (fuartz-ernshing inacliiiie, which, 
it is hoped, will bo in ojieration in tlio course 
of a week or two. It is proposed to work 
this iniichiiio in connection with the School 
of Mines in the Otago UiiiveTsity. 

“ Pending the establishment of a mint, I 
am of ojiinion that .an assay and melting de- 
f'artiiioiit in couuoction with the School of 
Mines under Professor Black, would be a 
great boon. The cost of a very efticient plant 
would not exc'-'cd lj.300. To this jilace, 
minors and others might bring their gold for 
the pui’posoof being melted andiissayed, and 
arrangements could be made by the Govoni- 
meiit for having the gold coined at the Syd- 
ney or Melbourne mint, the owner of the 
gold in the meaiitinio receiving a du[)osit rc- 
coijit which would be as good to him as casli.” 

His Honor then proceeded to give some in- 
teresting statistics in connection with schools 
in the Province ; amt exprcs.sed liimself as 
follows upon the Eilucatinn question : — 

“ Let ns by all means improve the admi- 
nistration, by ^ing in for a thorough inspec- 
tion ; let 113 elevate the qualifications and 
status of the teachers, let us oUiiiiiiato from 
our class-books whatever may be contrary to 
l.nith, or calculated to give ro.asomiblc oH'onco 
io any particular section of the community ; 
hut don’t let us countenance any system of 
e.lucatiou by which our criildren irill bo 
(aught to stand aloof from each otlier — cacli 

on its own sectarian pcde.stal 

The Govenmient has ordered a complete sot 
of class-books, in mso throughout Groat Bri- 
tain, Ireland, anti America, with a view to 
Kclectiiig the most cosmopoldan for the pub- 
lic schools of the Province. 

“Gentlemen,—! have to congratulate you 
ujitm v.arioHS important {lublic undertakings 
which have been brought to an issue during 
the past year. I wonkl allude especially to 
the successful establishment of the Ot.ago 
Ij'iiivcrsity, the completion of the Otago 
Graving Dock, aud the Californian Steam 
Service. 



“Although, owing to unforeseen circum- 
stances, the Dunedin and Port Chalmers 
11-iilway has not been completed within tlio 
stipulated time, yet I nnderstand tiiat the 
wliole of the plant is now on its way from 
England, Should it arrive in due course, 
tlic promoters expect to have the railway 
open for traffic in July next, with the excep- 
tion of the pier, which will probably take 
.some months longer to erect. 



“Gentlemen, — I now declare this Council 
open for the despatch of business.” 

His Honor then retired. 

Three messages were received from the 
Superintendent ; a few reports were laid on 
tile table ; a House Committeo was formed ; 
some talk took place about the arrangement 
of the seats in the Council Cli.amlicr ; about 
a dozen Bills were read ami ordered to lie 
printed ; and tlicn the Council adjourned 
till next day at two p.m. 

V/ednesday, 1st hfAY. 

The House met at two o’clock. 

Several petitions were presented, and re- 
ferred to the various Committees having 
power to deal with them. 

Mr Reid haul on the tabic Mr M'Kerrow’s 
report respecting the sale of land to Mr 
Clarke, on Moa J^lat. 

Mr Bradshaw hiid on the table plans con- 
nected with the report of Professor Black on 
Stewart’s Island. 



The various Standing Committees of the 
House were then appointed. 

Mr Tohriie moved the adoption of the Re- 
ply to his Honor’s Address, and spoke at some 
length on the various subjects mentioned in 
the Speech. 

Messrs M'GIashan, Mervyn, Thomson, 
Cargill, Reid, Hutcheson, and M'Kcnzie 
took part in the debate which followed ; and 
the motion was carried. 

Mr Bradshaw made a motion recommend- 
ing the Superiniendeut to set apart a block of 
laud at Cromwell as a recreation ground. 
Agreed to. 

The claim of Mr James Reid forcompensa^ 
tion for losses sustained in connection with 
the Traquair Hundred, was referred to the 
Select Committee on Private Petitrans. 

The Council resolved, on the motion of Mr 
Reid, to recommend his Honor to apply to 
the Governor to bring the Forest Trees 
Planting EncourageiuentAct, 1871, into opo- 
tion in Otago. 



Thursday, 2nd May, 

The Council adopted a motion requesting 
his Honor to set apart 3000 acres of laud at 
Jacob’s River for the endowment of a trust 
for Riverton Harbour. 

ENDOWMENTS POK HOSPITAIS. 

Mr Reid moved that an address be pre- 
sented to the Superintendent, recommending 
that 2000 acres, situate in the Kauroo dis- 
trict, be set apart as an ciidowiiient for the 
Oamarn Hospital. 

The Hon. Mr M'Lcan said the motion of 
Provincial Secretary would not carry out the 
spirit of the intention of the Council in re- 
gard to this matter, the idea being that the 
endowment should be something worthy of 
such an institution. He moved as an amend- 
ment, “ Tiiat a block of 2000 acres at Doctor's 
Creek, on thelrVaitaki River, alreadysurveyed 
hy tho direction of His Honor tlie Superin- 
tendent as an endowment for tlie Oamaru 
Hospital, be substituted for the block in the 
Kauroo district, proposed by the Provincial 
Secretary.” 

Mr Sumpter seconded tho amcmlinont. 

Mr Reid, with a view of showing tiiat the 
idea of the land being disposed of advanta- 
geously, by getting a number of small settlers 
to remain on it, could not be carried out, ex- 
plained that, although such <v consummation 
might some day be arrived at, there was an un- 
derstanding with the runholdor that he should 
have the use of tiie laud, during the term of 
his lease, at all events. That did aivay with 
the argument that they were likely to see it 
occupied by resident leaseholders. 

Dr Webster and Mr Hutcheson strongly 
supported the amendment. 

Mr Reynolds said he thought he would be 
taking a proper course if he moved the pre- 
vious question. Tliere was little doubt that 
if tlie motion w’cre adofited, the Council 
j wou'd receive applications from all otlier 
similar quarters throughout the Province. 
He thought it would be better to compromiso 
the matter by putting a certain sum on the 
Estimates. 

Mr Reid said he would rather that the 
Council proceeded to deal witli the motion 
.at once. He could scarcely say that tlie Go- 
vernment were prepared to give a special en- 
dowment equal to the value of tho land. If 
they gave a special cudowineiit to one dis- 
trict, all other dustricts would expect to be 
.specially eitdowed ; and the 8.amc would he 
' the case in regard to a special vote. Ho was 
! not sure if it would not he well to aid hos- 
jiiitalsin tlie manner proposed, if the largo 
i blocks already given were not considered suf- 
ficient. If they adopted the system of giv- 
5 ing only such land as was purely pastoral, 
and not required for settleracut, they might 
do worse than endow icvcral institutions in 
tic Province that had similar calls upon 
them. 

The ainendmcrt was lost on the v’oiccs, 
and tlio Hon. Mr M'Lean called for a divi- 
sioii, which was taken with the following re- 
sult : — For the ainenihiient, 15 ; against it, 
18. The ameudment was tlicreforc lost. 

Mr Turiihul! then moved afurtlier ainend- 
inciit, which jilcdgcd the Council to give to 
tho Oamaru Hosiiital another 2000 acres in 
the Marewheiiua district, being part of block 
No. 0 on the map of the said district. 

Tlie aniondnient was carried, .and the ori- 
ginal motion, as aiiicnJod, was also carried. 



THE MAYORAL CONFERENCE-

Tho Mayoral Conference, convened by Mr 
Fish, Mayor of Dunedin, opened in the City 
Council Chambers, in Diincdin, on Tucsd.ay, 
April 30. Most of the Municipalities in the 
Pioviiico were represented. Nothing of any 
moment was tTans.actcd on tlic firat d.ay of 
sitting ; bnt we take the follow'ing condensed 
report of the subsequent proceedings from 
the Daiiii Times : — 

Skoond Day. 

In accordance with a resolution arrived at 
.at the previous meeting, a Snh-Comiiiittee 
had w.aited upon His Honor the Superiiiteii- 
deiit and the Executive, and brought under 
their notice the question of subsidising tho 
municipalities, with ,a view to ascertaining 
whether the Government w.as inclined to re- 
new the subsidy in its old form, or endow 
the municipalities with local taxes, n.amoly, 
— goner.al publicans’ licenses, night licenses, 
bottle licenses, and wholesale spirit licenses, 
the watermen’s and auctioneers’ licenses, dog 
and goat taxes, raised within their bounda- 
rie.s ; — which latter altcni.ativc the Conference 
was in favour of. His Honor, it w.as stated, 
replied that the Govenmient h.ad aiiticipatcdl 
the wishes of the deputation, and intended 
to frame an ordinance to give efl'cet to tlieir 
request, hut attaclied to the granting of it 
the condition that the municipalities sliould 



be at the coat of maintaining the main roads 
through them after the same had been 
formed. 

The Mayors of Dunedin and Port Chalmers, 
in the course of a conversation which fol- 
lowed, expressed the opinion that this pro- 
posal of tlie Government would suit tlieir 
municipalities very well ; but the coiinti'y 
Mayors all believed that their re.spective mu- 
nicipalities would rather lose than gain by 
the proposed aiTiingement. 

Tlie Mayor of Lawrence eventually moved 
that the proposition of the Goveninieiit be 
accepted, “ contingent upon tho agi-ecmcnt 
that tiiat portion of tho offer relative to the 
m.ainteiiance of main roads apply to the City 
of Dunedin only.” This motion was caiTied, 
and a deputation was appointed to wait on 
tho Superintendent with reference to the 
matter. 

Third Day. 

The Sub-committee appointed to wait upon 
tho Superintendent reported tiiat the Go- 
vernment had stated th.at they would not go 
back from their proposal iii regard to the 
particular relating to the maintenance of main 
roads within miinicip.al boundaries ; but had 
pointed out that no municipality would be 
expected to maintain any road until it liad 
first been permanently formed and metalled 
by the Government ; and further, that they 
would be disposed to consider favourably any 
case of special hardship. 

The Conference eventually agreed to accept 
the Govormiicnt’s proposition ; tlie Mayor of 
Oamaru only appearing to consider that his 
mimicipality would lose under the new ar- 
raiigomciit. 

Fourth Day. 

Some of the M.ayors reported that they liacl 
had interviews with tlie M.P.C.’s for tlieir 
districts, and with other members of the 
Council ; and it was resolved tlmt every effort 
should be iiiaile to liave the Government 
scheme made law. 

The Mayor of Lawrence moved tiiat the 
Conference be dissolved, and th.at a vote of 
thanks bo accorded to the Mayor of Diinodiii 
for his action in iiiitkatiiig and guiding the 
movement. 

Tlic motion and vote of thanks were carried 
unanimously ; and tho meothig dissolved. 



MANAGEMENT OT QUARTZ MINES. 

To the Editor of the Chomwell Arouis. 

Sir, — 111 my previous letters, I tried to 
explain liow shareholders wore victimised by 
the incompetcncy of managers, and tho ne- 
glect of duty (or worse) of directors. In this 
1 wish to call the attention of working men 
to tho Limited Liability Act, under which 
many of the present Companies arc registered, 
— all Act most fair in theory aud inteution, 
hut unfortim.ately, like most Acts of Parlia- 
ment, liable to be made use of for fraudulent 
pur]ioses. If all working men .iimkTstood its 
mea:iing, and nevcr'i-heless chose to risk their 
labour on the cliaiiec of eventual puyiueiit, 
it would be their own look-oiit ; but as nine 
out of ten know nothing wliatsocver .about 
it, I consider it conies within your jirovince 
as a journalist to explain the matter to tliem. 
Wh.at little I know .about it, I will take this 
opportunity of mentioning ; leaving it to 
some one else better versed in the law to en- 
l.arge on the subject. 

In a Limited Liability Corap.any cacli 
sliarebolder is only liable for the .amount at 
which his individual interest in the Company 
w.as valued by the directors at its formation. 
Consequently, a Company, to ho solvent t > 
the amount of tlieir declared capital, must not 
only liavc all their shareholders honest aud 
solvent, (which is seldom or never tlie case,) 
but, moreover, the claim or plant must not 
deteriorate in v.aliic, as a very largo jiropor- 
tion of the so-called capital is represented by 
the mine itself and the inachiiiery on it ; so 
that, in m.any instances, Companies are not 
good for more th.an oiie-tliird of the amount 
of their declared capit.al. 

I can better explain my me.aniug thus : — 
We will suppose a Company to coii.sLst of 20 
shares of L. 150 cacli. They thus st. art on ,a 
declared capital of L.3000, — of which tho 
claim represents L.IOOO, tlie machiiiery 
L.iOOO, and leaving L.IOOO to he ciilloil up. 
Half tho .shareholders, being able and wil- 
ling, pay up their full amount ; tho other 
Jialf, being unable or niiwilling, do not do 
so ; thus, at the wind-np, this supposed 
L.3000 Companv turns out to be good for 
only L.500, Wlien this simall sum is ex- 
pended uusnccessfiilly on the mine, the work- 
men have nothing to look to for their w.agcs 
but a chi 1 111 which h.as proved wortlilcss, ten 
imsolveiit Kharcholdcrs, and a plant which, 
very pr.diably, lias been mortgaged by the 
diicclors. It may bo said that no men have 
boon swin.'l'ed .as yet in this district ; bnt it 
is yet early, and iircveiition is better th.an 
cure. I’leiihavc been swindled In Victoria 
by sucli Cmnpanics, and also, I regret to say, 
on tiie -\rrow. 

The only preventive mc.asiirc tiiat I ran 
see for this evil is the following : — AH Bank- 
ing corporations protected uiiilerthis Act .are 
obliged to publish a li.alf-ycarly statement of 
their a-ssets .and li.abilities for the information 
.and protection of the public ; ami I cannot 
see why mining companies sheltering tliein- 
selvcs behind tlie same Act, and li.aving as 
their principal creditors working men, (many 
uneducated, .and consequently peculiarly 
liable to imposition,) should not be compelled 
to do the same. Then, if men wish to work 
for them on credit, well and good, — they 
know' their own business best ; but at Ica.st 
let them bo disabused of tlic idea at present 
almost universal amongst them, — that two or 
three wealthy and honest men in ,a company 
cniistit.uto it solvent.

The following strange story recently ap- 
peared in the Paris journals : — There lately 
lived at “No. 25, Thing-avenue,” New York, 
a gentleman of “ quiet habits,” named George 
Cunnings.

The line of reef now occupied extends 
four miles north of Hillend, and ten miles 
south of Cliambcr.s’ Crock, or a distance of 
fourteen miles. In this long line there is 
but little spare ground, and throughout its 
whole extent golden stone may bo found in 
greater or less quantity cropping out on the 
surface. Old workings murk the course of 
the reefs, but the appearance of these poor j 
attempts shows how little was known by the 
workers of modem mining. As soon as a 
difficulty in the shape of a hardish bar of 
rock was met with, or a fault, the place was 
abandoned for a surface ]>atch at hand. But 
abetter guide than a compass on old workings 
exists, a distinct bar of ruck m-orking the 
western limit of the reefs, and extcniling 
from the north end of Hawkins' Hill to tlic 
granite bluff at Chambers’ Creek.
